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Oct. 24. This is an increase of 26,045 over the previous 
week and brings the total for the month to between 
240,000 and 250,000 units. Practically all plants are now 
working near capacity and those that are still below the 
peak mark are straining every effort to reach it as 
quickly as possible. While the Ford rate for this week is 
problematical it is expected that the total will run in the 
neighborhood of 18,000 units. Chevrolet has boosted its 
output from an estimated 20,000 to 21,000 and is expected 
to hit its peak just above 30,000 units a week in the very 
near future. Plymouth is running at capacity or about 
11,000 units. Chrysler also is hitting its stride and is 
expected to run at a rate of around 9,000 units during 
November. Pontiac, Buick and Oldsmobile all are boost- 
ing their schedules for this week and Nash has stepped 
up 250 units from the previous week. Auburn is going 
ahead on its Cord front drive model at a rate of about 
50 units a week and is expected soon to get started on a 
new rear drive Auburn model. Hudson-Terraplane, re- 
flecting the increased demand occasioned by their model 
announcements last week, has also boosted its output this 
week above the previous week. A novel feature of 
Hudson’s announcement this year was that the new cars 
were given severe tests at Bonneville, Utah, where they 
established 40 new speed and endurance records before 
they were presented to the public. This feature is said 
to have given great impetus to demand when the new 
cars made their bow. Dodge also has increased its cur- 
rent rate and with a pickup of about 300 units in miscel- 
laneous truck and car makers will bring the total this 
week on a par with the closing weeks in July. 


the September registration complete the first nine months 
of the year have totaled 2,473,487 units against 2,138,063 
in the same period in 1935. This is an increase of 25 per 
cent over last year. During the 1935 closing quarter new 
passenger car registrations in the United States reached 
a total of 605,845 units. If the gains that have character- 
ized the first nine months, fall slightly during the last 
quarter—if it is assumed this quarter will be only 20, 
instead of 25 per cent better than the last quarter of 1935, 

the total at the end of the year should run to 3,200,501 
units. If this proves true 1936 will have been the third 
best year in the history of the industry, exceeded only 
by 1926 and 1929 in new passenger car registrations. 


* * * 


Reports on commercial car registrations 
during September are complete with the 
exception of four states. The figures al- 
ready at hand show a total of 48,553 units 
against a total of 36,929 in the same 
states for September last year. In the tabulation last 
year, these states accounted for a little less than 90 per 
cent of the entire months total. On this basis the Sep- 
tember total this year should be close to 53,000 units. If 
this figure holds true it will bring commercial car regis- 
trations for the first nine months of this year to 496,399 
units as compared with 355,661 units in the same period 
of 1935—-or an increase of 40 per cent this year over the 
same period a year ago. During the closing quarter of 
1935 the industry registered 113,632 commercial vehicles. 
If the ratio of increase in 1936 over 1935 continues 
throughout the last quarter this year, the closing three 
months should yield a total of 159,084 units bringing the
